UNFICYP TROOP CONTRIBUTORS MEETING— 

AT MEETING BETWEEN SYG AND UNFICYP TROOP CONTRIBUTORS, FIRM 
DECISION WAS TAKEN NOT TO OPEN MANDATE QUESTION IN NEAR 
FUTURE. AT OUTSET, SYG EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER UN TROOPS 
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OPERATING IN CYPRUS UNDER RADICALLY CHANGED CIRCUMSTANCES 
WITH OUTDATED MANDATE. HE SAID WITHOUT 

NEW MANDATE UNFICYP WOULD HAVE TO BE PULLED OUT COMPLETELY, 

BUT HE WAS NOT RECOMMENDING IMMEDIATE SC ACTION. UK 
REP RICHARD STRESSED NOW WAS NOT TIME TO START TINKERING 
WITH UNFICYP'S MANDATE, AND REPS AUSTRIA.DENMARK, IRELAND

CHANGING CANADIAN ATTITUDES ON PEACEKEEPING - 
EXTAFF DIRECTOR DEFENSE RELATIONS MARSHALL DESCRIBED CANADIAN

THAN BEFORE AND SAID UNFICYP'S NICOSIA AIRPORT DEPLOYMENT

INTER ZLIA, TO QUESTION OF SPANISH SAHARA. HE EXPLAINED IT
